guch as dared resist. Facing winter 
Starvation, armed bands of peasants 
set on the collectors, and in some dis- 
tricts massacres ensued. 

“Thus, blood-stained and washed 
with peasant tears, the grain has 
heaped up in dumping centres But 
there are few elevators in Russia, and 
the collectors dumped the pillaged 
grain in sacks or in heaps along the 
railway sidings, exposed to autum» 
rains, and much of this wheat sprout 
ed and thus become worthless. To this 
calamity was added the demoraliza- 
tion of the Russian railways, and 
grain loaded into box cars stood weeks 
w#nd even months in the sidings. Much 
of it that reached Leningrad was 
stored in damp cellars and rotted. 

Make Greenish Flour 

“At last mixed, dirty, sprouted 
wheat teached the Bolshevik mills 
where it was dried and turned into a 
greenish substance called ‘flour’. On 
the bread from that flour Russia ts 
subsisting now, save the ruling classe: 
and the army, for whom better grades

Of the 30 government bills breught 
down so far six are new Acts and the 
balance is made up of amendments 
to existing statutes and the majority 
one clause amendments 

Practically every bill has reached its 
present stage without debate.

DO YOU KNOW WHEN YOU'RE HUNGRY 
If you have seen a bunch of farmhands or lumberjacks rush into a din- 


| ing room and consume all of the available food, you may smile when you 
see the difficulties some of the fashionables hare in selecting food that is 
tempting enough to eat, even in a first-class restaurant where the chef con- 


siders himself a cnlinary artist. City people, as a class, 
have selective appetites. They do not know the raw, 
crude hunger that their forefathers felt after the out- 
of-door vigorous work necessary in forging a commu- 
nity out of the wilderness. 

Nothing makes food taste so good as being down- 
right hungry. The Germans have a saying—“Der Hun- 
ger ist der beste koch,”"—meaning roughly that hunger 
is the best sauce. Those who work up a healthy hun- 
ger not ony enjoy their food more but digest it better. 
“Healthy hunger” is a good name, because only a 
really healthy person knows what real hunger is. The 
signs that ill health approaches, and it is

Mental troubles are real; they must 
be acknowledged as just so muvh 
symptoms of disordered nerves, jus\ 
as truly part of the ills that flesh 
combined with mind is heir to as 
anything more tangible, In stating 
that, one must be more careful to state 
the other half of it: That the co- 
operation of the pateint ts the main 
thing. In the truest sense he must 
cure himself; the fight is his and the 
struggle is fierce at best! He can't 
just rest as with a broken leg ina | 
cast and let nature do the trick. 

Beyond that “spiritual toughness” 
is the order of the day. So the cau- 
tion applies even more to the adviser 
than to the advisee, One must not 
oversympathize for that engenders 
self-pity and prevents che cure. Pa- | 
tients may need a mental crutch, but 
always with the idea of discarding 
crutches as soon as possible, Both 
healer and patient may listen to this 
wise counselor,

“Second, It is not an attempt to 
do without love and sympathy, ex- 
cept when they cannot be had. 

“Third, It is to be considered as 
a@ part of one's fighting equipment 
and not as an end in itself. 

Fourth. The tender appreciation 
of the sufferings of others which it 
seems to destroy is probably not genu- 
ine sympathy at all, but only a dis- 
guised outlet for one’s own self-pity. 

“Fifth. Genuine love, joy and peace 
are to be looked for by the can- 
valescent at the far end and not at

This is such a keen and, initself, 
Sympathetic analysis that it is well

spanned that gap were odd ones for 
him; they turned him inside out, as 
one does a glove, and at the end they 
left him alone and groping. Some- 
where in the process he had lost him- 
self; he never became fully acquaint- 
ed with the new character that had 
taken hold of him. 

Henry Gray came to New York from 
a southern town at the age of 22. A 
small, shy youngster with a lean, 
ascetic face, but natural and eager. 
He had been the literary light of his 
home town from the time he was 
editor of his school paper to that 
Armistice day when a ballad of his 
occupied two columns on the front 
page of the local newspaper. 

He liked writing poetry, he liked 
to play with words, to invest them 
with feeling and color and vividness, 
Henry had talent but did not take 
himself too seriously, Newspaper work 
he believed, was his forte, so when he 
slipped quietly into New York he set 
out to connect with one of the metro- 
politan dailies. 


Fortunately for Henry, the acting | 


city editor of a morning newspaper, 
who had a sympathy for embryonic 
reporters, gave him a brief talk and 
pointed out the futility of trying to 
break into a great dally “cold.” He 
Suggested that Henry try numerous 
trade papers in the city and in that 
way acquire experience, The youngster 
Was grateful and immediately switched 
his attack to the other field. 

For two months he wended his way 
in and out of trade paper offices. At 
the end of that period his quiet per- 
sistence was rewarded. The editor of 
a daily textile sheet liked him and 
took him on at $17 a week. Henry 
felt he had arrived. 

His Nature 
Changes Daily 

His new work proved interesting. It 
consisted of the usual routine on a 
trade daily, rewrite work, and the re- 


rting of the textile markets. The | 


latter phase of his job attracted him, 
He was compelled to meet many people 
and he made numerous friends in the 
trade, These friendships melted his 
reserve, mellowed him, made him 
attractive. He was a capabie, thor- 
ough worker, dependable, and pro- 
gressed rapidly in his position. Within 
two years he was writing eight or ten 


market reports daily and had full | 


charge of the make-up of the paper. 


His salary increased in proportion to. 


his value. 

During this period, Henry devoted 
his spare time to poetry. 
Pressionable, observant, and from the 
chaotic and vivid life of the metro- 
polis he snatched brief, colorful pic- 
tures, which he translated into words, 
He was vitally interested in human 


beings and could catch their transient | 


moods on the fly. Men on a sky- 


scraper, a negro dancer, hotel door- | 


man, panhandlers, from each of them 
he was able to extract something vital, 
representative, and put it to paper. 

Still all this was casual. He knew 
he was experimenting with words and 
ideas. He knew his nature was chang- 
ing every day, growing more mature. 
And he was content to wait until the 
full flower of his talent bloomed. In 
the meanwhile, a few of his better 
efforts had appeared, generally in 
the space presided over by a fairly 
well-known columnist, His own sheet 
hed published three or four quibs, 
humorous little things relating to 
trade topics. 

When Henry was 25, he married. 
Her name was Judith. She was a quiet 
sensative girl, who had worked as a 
stenographer in the office with him, | 
Thore was a marked similarity in their 
natures, which drew them together. | 
They liked to take their hurts, that 
a careless and hurrying world some- 
times inflicted, to each other. She had} 
an inarticulate feeling for beauty and | 
was always delighted when Henry ex- 
pressed a mood that she felt but to; 
which she could not give words, What | 
a pair of little romantics they were! 
Life, they felt, should be something 
fine and noble, and whenever anything 
occurred to bruise their instincts, they | 
were bewildered and a little uncertain. | 
They believed, however, that thy could 
be the world to each other, that one | 
would supplement the other, that each | 
Was an understanding soul. And so} 
they were married. The group in the! 
office collected $100 for a wedding 
gilt. 

AND FINALLY |

For two years life was a gay ron- 
delay.. They were happy. A young 
Henry came to grace the household. 
Judith was an efficient housewife and | 
she managed to make their home com- 
fortable on Henry’s not so extentive | 
salary. 

He still devoted considerabie time 
to his poetry. His contributions to 
columnists appeared more frequently 
and several magazines had accepted 
small offerings of his, There was no 
sustained depth, nor epic quality to 
his verse, Just brief, clear, sometimes 
poignantly vivid word etchings that} 
were attractive. He had a natural | 
aptitude in the selection of fitting | 
words, One liked ‘v read his stuff | 
aloud, 

About this time, when his poetry 
Was attracting some attention, he be- | 
came acquainted with a group in 
Greenwich Village.

Henry attended. The whole evening | 
he suffered an intense embarrassment,

Feace-Loving Country Has 
Waged Many Battles, 
Officers Told 


Oanadians usually regard themselves 
@s a peace-loving people, and it will 
@ome as a surprise to many to hear 
that since 1609 down to the present 
time this country has been engaged in 
twenty wars, all of considerable im- 

rtance in relation to the times when 
hey occurred. 

Last night at the Prince of Wales’ 
Armories, the members of the Military! 
Institute listened to a very attractive 
@rd instructive recital of the military 
history of the Dominion, given by 
Z‘Arut.-Col. F. CO, Jamieson. | 

Start in 1609 

He commenced by telling of the In- 
dian wars dating from 1609, when 
Champlain was an ally of the Hurons | 
in their attacks on the Iroquois, then | 
dealt with the great effort of the Iro- 
quols to exterminate the French in 
1649, followed by the cumpaigns of 
Courcelles against the Mohawks in 
1666; the expedition of Governor 
Tracy in 1667, when he led a force of 
1,400 against the Mohawks, and Den- 
onville’s attack upon the Senecas in 
3687 with an army of some 3,000 men. 

There was an almost contihuous 
state of warfare with the English and 
Iroquois against the French Ngon- 
quins and Montaghais from 1696 to 
1760 down to the revolutionary times, 
"from 1812-1814, when the Iroquois 
threw in their lot with the Canadians 
iz warring against the Americans. 

Otaer phases of Canada’s history of 
connict were alluded’ to under the fol- 
lowing references—The expe lition of 
Argall of Virginia which in 1613 was 
responsible for the destruction of the 
Acadian settlements: Kirke'’s capture 
Of Quebec in 1629 when he compelled 
Champlain to surender the city; the 
Wars i, Acadia from 1638 to 1667, 
comprising the Civil war between 
Charnisay and La Tour; the Massa- 
thusetts expedition which conquered 
Acadia, and its subsequent restoration 
to France under the treaty of Breda. 

Wars in North 

Wars ‘n the Hudson Bay made up 
nother section of fighting history, 
these beginning in 1685 with the cap- 
ture liy the Prench of the “Perpetu- 
@na,” the subsequent campaigning by 
Le Moyne on land and sea, and the 
Captures and recapture of Fort Nelson 
by the French and English. 

King William's War, as it was called, | 
lasted from 1689 to 1697. Some of the 
@hief incidents included the expedi- 
tions sent by Frontenac against 
Schenectady, Salmon Falls and Casco; 
the Massachusetts expedition which 
Over-ran and annexed Acadia, and Le 
Moyne's success in Newfoundland. 

From 1702 to 1713 Canada was in- | 
Volved in Queen Anne's War (the war! 
Of the Spanish succession), this lead- | 
ing to the capture of Port Royal and 
the falling of Acadia {nto English 
hands. Under che treaty of Utrecht} 
England retaingd Acadia, Newfound- 
land, Hudson Bay, but not Cape 
Breton or Prince Edward Island. 

King George's War (war of the Aus- 
trian succession) again brought Can- 
@da into the arena of conflict. In| 
1744 the French from Loulisborg in- 
YVaded Nova Scotia, then in the same 
Year Pepperell with 4,000 Massaclius- 
@tts troops took Loulsborg, and two 
Years later two great. French fleets, 
Bent to recapture Louisborg, were de- 
Stroyed, the first by storms and the! 
Second by Anson in the Bay of Biscay 

The Seven Years War, 1756 to 1763, 
had as its outstanding feature the 
historical campaign of Wolfe, ending 
in the surrender of Quebec and the} 
final assertion of the British in Can- 
ada. The fighting closed with the} 
surredner of De Vaudreull—the last} 
french governor. 

Invasion by U.S. 

In 1775 the American Invasion un- 
@er Montgomery occurred, but the fol- 
lowing year the Americans were driven 
out of Canada by Carleton 

The war of 1812-1814 appears to 
have been successful so far as Can- 
@dia's part was concerned, us an expe- 
dition from Nova Scotia carried out} 
Very effective operatiaons against the} 
Maine coast, 

One of the most picturesque epi- 
8edes in Canada's history occurred tn 
connection with the Maine bouadary 
dispu’e in 1839 when British troops 
And the Maine militia confronted each 
Other In the disputed area. Ten thou- 
Sand Maine militia opposed troops 
from New Brunswick, and Canada and | 
Nova Scotia sent men hurrylug to the 
fcene. Everything seemed to be ripe) 
for a serious clash, but fortunately the 
crisis was averted by an agreement for 
Joint occupation. 

The rebellion of 1837 led to some 
Bad events, as the rebels at St. Eus- 
tache were routed by Governor Sir} 
John Colborne, and many perished tn | 
& burning church. The rebels march- 
ed on to Toronto but were defeated 
and dispersed. 

Here comes another most interesting 
fact out of the past. Canada ratsed 
a regiment to take part in the Mutiny 
fighting in India. ‘The regiment the 
Did 100th regiment of the Imperial 
Srmv which left Canada 1,200 strong 
fn 1858, but the fighting was over be- 
fore {t reached India 

The Fenian raids of 1886 ana 1870 
led to many “alarms and excursions.” 
In 1870 large numbers gathered on 
the Quebec border, and 14.000 militta 
Were called out to oppose them. There 
was a Skirmish at Eggeshill and the 
Invasion of Huntingdon was repulsed 

Then came the Red River rebellion 
fn 1869. yet comparatively fresh in 

the memory of the older generation. 

This 1s followed by another partici- 
pation In overseas campaigning, as in 

1884 a contingent of Canadian “vova- 

yeurs” were sent to assist the British 

army in the Nile exveditian H 

The Northwest rebellion in 1885 saw | 
an Alberta field force in operation, | 

tog’ther with Otter’s column, Middle- 

ton's column. the N.W.M.P., and the 

Prince Albert Volunteers. 

In 1899 ten thousand volunteers left

Calgary, 81.2 per cent; Regina, 51.4 
per cent; Hamilton, 10.5 per cent; 
Saskatoon, 2.5 per cent; Quebec, ap- 
proximately the same; Halifax, 85.5 
per cent; Victoria, 1113 per cent: Ot- 
tawa, 37.2 per cent; Westmount, 17

Not Inspected 

He said that despite the fact that

under the Farm Loans Act had been | 
made by farmers in his riding, not one 
had been accepted. Even inspection of | 


the properties had been denied } 
applicants } 
Many instances to support his 


charges could be brought forward. | 

“If the farmers of any section of | 
the province need relief any more 
than those of the districts I have 
specified, then they are in bad shape,” 
he said.

We have come to take the automo- 
bile so much for granted that we fall 
to recognize one of its most Important 
functions. That is the enormous mo- 
tive power or “man-power” that sub- 
stitutes for the plodding progress of 
mankind and speeds up the mechan 
ical processes of today 

We would be crass materialists to 
vision the automobile merely as an- 
other “prime mover,” as the trans 
portation people refer to it, yet v 
cannot overlook the fact that as a

Of this total, Insull estimates the 
output of energy by automobiles to be 
equal to 12,200,000 men, but he in- 
cludes in this estimate only the work 
done by truck and automobile on the 
basis of passenger miles and ton-miles 
of service comparable with that of 
the railroads. A much greater amount 
of energy output of automobiles is for 
the purposes of pleasure and recrea-

Banking holidays are two weeks in 
the summer or three weeks in the 
winter, tn addition to this, the 
woman employed in « bank can get 
sick leave with pay when necessary, 
and after « long term of service 
can get leave with pay, The girls 
in banks are allow to participate 
in the group insurance of these in- 
stitutions, which provides them with 
protection at a cheaper rate than 
they would be able to get otherwise, 
These are some of the advantages 
which a commercial firm often can't 
afford to offer its employes.

N order to find out how we breathe Dr. T. 
A. Sweet of Toronto University cut the 
medulla into sections finer than the wings of 

a butterfly, sections a mere 1-30,000 of a 
millimeter thick. 

The medulla is that part of the lower brain 
where the nerve centres converge into the spinal] 
cord. 

He was searching for a pin point area in 
the medulla which might be regarded as the 
switch that controls respiration, the microscopic 
master of our lungs, deciding whether we 
breathe deeply and rlowly or short and fast. 

Maybe you never realized that your inhala- 
tion of air, waking or sleeping, drugged o1 
anaesthetised, was regulated by a never sleep 
ing, ever watchful area of the brain that res- 
ponded atitomatically to the demands made on 
it. 

Science has long known how respiration 
takes place from a mechanical point of view 
but no one has known heretofore exactly where 
the controlling centre is situated in the brain; 
nor has anyone known exactly where such drugs 
as morphine or anaesthetics like chloroform act 
when they depress breathing. 

It was to find this sentinel point lying away 
down below the upper case of the brain and 
away in behind the cerebellum that Dr. Sweet, 
co-operating with Professor V. E. Henderson 
of the department of pharmacology conducted 
a series of minute operative experiments and 
observations, basing his work on some conclu- 
sions reached some years ago in England which 
went to show that three or four different 
places in the brain acted in concert to contro! 
the depth and character of breathing. 

Dr. Sweet’s research—one of twenty-five 
conducted in Canada within the last two or 
three years with funds supplied by the Banting 
Research Foundation—showed that these con- 
clusions were incorrect and that there was prob- 
ably only one small area in the medulla which 
controlled breathing. 

It is impossible to go into the minutiae of 
his precise experimenting. It took him nearly 
three months to evolve an operative technique. 
For one thing he had to find a means of mea- 
guring the volume of respiration. Thie was 
achieved finally by putting a cat in a box and 
sealing it temporarily around the neck with 
plaster of paris. 

Microscopic examination of the medulla was 
done, as aforesaid, in hundreds of slices thin 
as the film on a fly's eye. 

This work, so scientific, so marvellously 
minute, so patient, taking a year to carry 
through to a conclusion, may not at first sight 
link itself in your mind with the doctor's care 
of yourself and your family. But it is 
through such research as this that modern 


medical science is built up. 

The laboratory work of to-day is the basis 
for the medica! practice of to-morrow. Research 
men behind the drugs and die

The making cf artificial foods will depend 
on man’s ability to manufacture proteins. But 
the trouble has been, although man can creaie 
amino-acids in the laboratory, he has not yct 
been able to find a formula for putting thet 
together to form a protein. 

It is just as if one had a set of jumbled 
numbers which it was necessary to arrange in 


the right order before one could open the door 
of a safety deposit vault. 


To be brief about Mr. Dauphinee’s highly 


technical experiments: he proved that arginine, 
an amino-acid common to all proteins and sup- 
posedly the kernel of them, was not altogether 
found in the kernel bnt was easily detached. 


Further than that, he succeeded in .measur- 


ing quantitatively the amount of arginine in 
several of the important proteins: and showed 
that the relation of arginire to the individual 
protein varies very greatly. 


Thus a step is made forward in the quest 


for the secret of life. What significance at- 
taches to these new facts about argini: 
man’s power to solve the riddle of the universe, 
to make life chemically, merely waiting on some 
sach further experiments?

This has apparently little application to the 


treatment of disease but it has great value toe 
wards an eventual understanding of the im- 
Portance of certain proteins as food. And the 
proper use of the proper foods means health. 


Experiments need not neccessarily be in- 


volved laboratory researches t gain the support 
of the Banting Research Foundation which is 
most catholic in its support of any experimenta- 
tion with a scientific base which holds a chance 
of adding to knowledge. This is illustrated by 
the fact that a grant, a small one, was made to 
Dr. Lillian Chase of Regina to buy apparatus 
with which to measure blood pressure. 


Measuring Effect of Exercise 


R. CHASE wanted to find out the effect 
of exercise on women and, if possible, de- 


termine a yardstick of measurement. 


The latest report shows that Dr. Chase has 


examined 516 women before and after exercise 
and is making therefrom a statistical study 
which should have considerable value. 


Another valuable angle of the foundation's 


effort is the encouragement it is giving to the 
development of young research workers, since 
without an adequate supply of skilled men and 
women with the proper scientific outlook and 
a devotion to the cause of truth little could be 
achieved with mere laboratory equipment. 


A case will illustrate. It is that of P. G. 


Egnatoff, a student at the University of 
Saskatchewan. He is one of these New Cana- 
dians we hear about, born of European parents 
not wealthy, who has been putting himself 
through by working as a telegraph operator.

are more than test tubes and researches more 
than microscopes, Behind every experiment are 
men and women, often devoted, frequently 
brave, willing indeed, often, to take thelr lives 
in their hands while probing the cause possibly 
of some disease or seeking an antitoxin.
